Jersey’* Xtaaraetarlae Boom. 

Present Indications are that by tbe 
end of the year New Jersey will be 
supporting a population of 300,000 wage 
earners In factories and mills. Building 
plans now on band throughout the 
State call for the ereetlon of manufac¬ 
turing plants throughout the State that 
will provide for 000 wage earners, 
la addition to tbo 276,000 already 
employed, and thee* figures Indicate 
that the State U how so Joying a period 
of remarkable Industrial development, 
la thla the emailer towns are sharing 
with ths larger otttee. The growth Is 
general throughout the State. 

Statistics gathered from various por¬ 
tions of the State show that ^ the 
building operations in factories and 
mills in Jersey for the first seven 
months at the year aggregated no lees 
than 38,000,000. This Is an Indication 
that the State la more than holding her 
own as the sixth manufacturing State 
In the Union. Jenny in now far ahead 
of any other 8t*te of Its population in 
the amount of money Invested In lands 
and buildings devoted to manufacturing 
purposes. 

"Can Jersey maintain her pre-em- 
Inenee?" said a man with heavy landed 
lotereete In the State. “N<*.. other 
State has better facilities for manufac¬ 
turing growth. Tbe proximity of tbe 
State to tbe port of New York, Into 
which thousands of Immigrants are 
pourlug dally, provides a steady Influx 
of ordinary laborers Into the State. 
The higher class of wage earners Is 
attracted by tbe facilities offered for 
ready tranepoitatlon and oomfftftable 
homes. There le no factory district In 
aoy Jersey town or section, however 
closely packed, from which the trolley 
does not afford cheap sad easy transit 
to pretty homes away from tbe smoke 
and grime. The great railroad mileage 
of the State means splendid facilities 
for receiving the raw product and ship¬ 
ping the finished artlolee. 

“ Jereeymen need have no fear that 
tbe State will show any falling off In tbe 
present increase In wealth and general 
progress, remarkable as It Is.”
